The special, high 
quality steel thus derived is used in 
jet engines, aircraft. auto parts, 
farm equipment and various mili- 
tary items. Because it will special- 
ize in higt quality steel, the mill's 
production will only run about 198,- 
G00 tons a year compared with the 
projected output of 1,800,000 tons 
of U.S. Steel’s new Fairless works. 

Initially, the only raw material 
used in the furnace will be scrap— 
about 13 freight car loads of it a 
day. There is plenty of scrap avail- 
able close by—junked cars, farm 
equipment and railroad serap. 

Low-Grade Ore 

Eventually, the company will 
process low-grade iron ore avail- 
able near by. This is something 
that can be done more efficiently 
in an electric furnace than in a 
conventional blast furnace, which 
requires ore with a higher iron 
content. 

Estimated to cost $12.6 million, 
the plant was financed by a $5 mil- 
lion loan from the NPA, a $3.5 
million loan from the RFC and an- 
other $4 million from a combined 
common stock and debenture issue, 
marketed largely to southern in- 
vestors.

Dog Dermatologist 
Says Fleas Not Guilty 


BROOKFIELD, Ill.—Dr. Andrew 
Merrick, reputed to be the nation’s 
only dog dermatologist, says your 
dog’s scratching is more than like- 
ly caused by a skin ailment—not 
fleas. Dr. Merricl, a veterinarian, 
has spent 25 years doing research 
on this problem and has found that 
90 per cent of the irritation is 
caused, not by fleas, but by com- 
mon fungus spores which thrive in 
dead grass and weeds. 

The spores, so tiny they can be 
seen only under a 
cling to the dog’s skin, causing a 
lingering irritation similar to ath- 
lete’s foot in humans. After mak- 
ing thousands of tests, Dr. Merrick 
has discovered a common indus- 
trial chemical which, he says, irri- 
tates the spores instead of the dog, 
and the spores die. 

As a result, he claims 9 out of 10 
dogs no longer need to seratch. 
The chemical is now 
powder form. ° 

Dr, Merrick was

graduate of Ohio State University. 
He has devoted his time not only 
to dog ailments, but to research on 
common chicken and hog diseases.
